GENERAL.  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  -  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA

DOMICILIARY  SERVICES  *  -  ’  ■  * 

.(l)  Medical  and  Nursing  -  There  are  five  general  medical  practitioners 
living  -and  carrying  on  practice  in  the  rural' district.  Practitioners  from 
Wellington  and  from,  the  neighbouring  districts  also  cover  some  of  the 
territory.  There  are  adequate  arrangements  when  required  for  domiciliary 
consultation  with  consultants  serving  the  Taunton  and’ West  Somerset  area  and, 
speaking  generally,  the  practice  of  medicine  in  the  district  is  of  a  high 
standard.  The  .provisions  for  domiciliary  nursing  are  satisfactory  and  excell¬ 
ent  work  has  been  done  by  the  Home  Help  Service  administered  by  the  Somerset 
County  Council. 


(2)  Home  Help1  Service  -  This  service,  administered  by  the  Somerset 
County  Council,  is  now  well  established  in  the  district  and  invaluable 
assistance  is  given  in  many  cases  ‘of  i Tines s  and  -the  domestic  difficulties 
arising  therefrom.  There  is  no  doubt  that  this  is  one  of  the  most  useful 
of  all  public  services.  I  am  indebted  to  the  County  Organiser  for  the 
following  analysis  "of  cases  where  help  was  arranged  in  the  Well ington  Rural 
District  during  1967.  -  ■  *

HOSPITAL  SERVICES 


The  Hospital  Services  of  the  district  are  administered 
Hospital  Management  Committee,  under  the  general  direction  of 
Hospital  Board.  A'detailed  re-appraisal  of  these  services  is 
present  time  following  on-the  production  by  the  Government  of 
Hospital  Plan  for  the  nation.  Some  of  the  provisions  for  the 
various  types  of  patients  are  detailed  belows-

( 1 )  General  Medical  and  Surgical 

The  Taunton  and  Somerset  Hospital,  together  with  Musgrove  Park  Hospital 
which  is  also  situated  in  the  Borough  of  Taunton  and  which  is  probably 
eventually  destined  to  supercede  the  first-named  establishment,  cater  for 
most  medical  and  surgical  conditions.  Musgrove  Park  Hospital  takes  most 
of  the  adult  cases  and  also  has  a  comprehensive  Paediatric  Department.  The 
Taunton  and  Somerset  Hospital  is  in  the  meantime  dealing  with  Orthopaedics 
and  Ophthalmology.  It  also  houses  the  Casualty  Department  for  the  area.  Both 
hospitals  have  out-patients  facilities  in  addition  to  in-patient  beds.  Certain 
cases  requiring  special  investigation  or  treatment  such  as  neurosurgery  or 
radiotherapy  are  referred  to  Bristol  Hospital  for  this  purpose.  Wellington 
Cottage  Hospital  provides  valuable  facilities  for  local  cases  which  do  not 
require  to  be  sent  to  larger  institutions  and  complete  consultant  cover  is 
available  for  the  work  carried  out  there. 
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(2)  Chronic  Sick 


Since  the  appointment  of  a  Geriatrician  to  the  West  Somerset 
Clinical  Area,  arrangements  for  hospital  treatment  for  the  chronic  sick 
have  been  put  on  a  more  satisfactory  basis*  Most  of  these  cases  are 
admitted  to  Trinity  Hospital  in  Taunton,  There  continues  to  be  a  very 
great  pressure  on  accommodation  of  this  type  and  this  is  a  branch  of 
medical  care  which  will  undoubtedly  make  increasing  demands  on  medical 
and  ancillary  services  as  the  years  go  on.  There  is  also  severe  pressure 
on  Part  III  accommodation  for  elderly  people  not  requiring  actual  nursing, 
especially  on  the  female  side. 

There  were  no  cases  during  the  year  in  which  compulsory  removal  to 
a  Hospital  or  other  Institution  had  to  be  carried  out  under  Section  47  of 
the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  As  seems  to  happen  regularly  each  year 
the  circumstances  of  certain  old  people  in  the  District  had  to  be  reviewed 
with  this  procedure  in  mind  but  in  each  of  these  cases  satisfactory 
arrangements  for  the  time  being  were  able  to  be  made, 

(3)  Infectious  Diseases 

Cases  of  infectious  diseases  from  Wellington  Rural  District  are 
sent  to  the  Taunton  Isolation  Hospital  situated  in  the  Borough  of  Taunton. 

The  bulk  of  the  Isolation  Hospital  work  is  done  in  cubicle  blocks.  The 
pattern  of  infectious  diseases  requiring  admission  to  hospital  is  certainly 
changing.  Many  of  the  patients  admitted  suffer  from  vague  pyrexia  illnesses 
in  which  the  diagnosis  is  in  doubt.  Scarlet  Fever  used  to  provide  a  large 
proportion  of  the  admissions,  but  this  disease  is,  at  the  present  time,  a 
relatively  mild  one  and  most  of  the  cases  are  nursed  at  home.  Measles  and 
Whooping  Cough  still  demand  hospital  treatment  in  the  occasional  case  where 
there  are  severe  complications  or  where  home  nursing  is  impracticable. 
Diphtheria  has  not  been  seen  in  the  district  for  many  years.  Poliomyelitis 
is  being  brought  under  control  by  innoculation  and  in  the  past  few  years 
there  has  not  been  a  severe  epidemic  in  this  part  of  the  country.  Many 
cases  are,  however,  admitted  to  hospital  on  suspicion  of  suffering  from 
poliomyelitis  and  these  often  provide  difficult  diagnostic  problems.  The 
extensive  use  of  antibiotics  has  resulted  in  the  appearance  of  severe  infect¬ 
ions  due  to  certain  bacteria  which  were  formerly  regarded  as  fairly  harmless 
and  this  leads  to  the  admission  of  cases  of  this  kind  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital • 

Tuberculosis  -  Cases  of  Pulmonary  and  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
come  under  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  for  treatment  which  is  supervised 
by  the  Chest  Physicians  for  the  area.  The  Sanatoria  are  at  Wincanton  and 
Taunton  for  Pulmonary  cases.  Cases  requiring  Orthopaedic  treatment  are 
becoming  very  uncommon  but  when  they  do  occur  arrangements  for  treatment 
are  made  according  to  individual  need. 

Pol iomyelitis  -  Suspected  cases  are  sent  for  diagnosis  to  the 
Taunton  Isolation  Hospital.  If  the  condition  is  confirmed  they  are  seen 
by  the  Regional  Specialists  who  arrange  for  continuation  treatment  whether 
as  out-patients  or  as  in-patients  at  Bath  Orthopaedic  Hospital. 
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(4)  Mentally  Sick 


Cases  are  admitted  to  Tone  Vale  Hospital?  near  Taunton,  The 
psychiatric  specialists  conduct  out-patients  clinics  for  the  area  and  it 
is  felt  that  now?  more  than  ever  before?  mental  patients  are  having  the 
benefit  of  treatment  at  an  earlier  and  more  hopeful  stage  of  the  disease. 

Mentally  defective  cases  are  well  provided  for  at  Sandhill  Park 
Hosoital  which  is  situated  in  Taunton  Rural  District. 

The  new  Mental  Health  Act  is  certain  to  result  in  great  changes 
in  the  management  of  the  mentally  sick  and  the  mentally  handicapped  in 
other  districts  of  the  country.  Speaking  generally?  the  emphasis  will 
be  on  care  and  treatment  of  these  cases  as  members  of  the  general  commun¬ 
ity  rather  than  as  hospital  patients  whenever  this  can?  with  safety?  be 
carried  out. 


CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES 

Tuberculosis^ 

Clinics  for  patients  suffering  from  this  disease  and  for  the  super¬ 
vision  of  suspects  and  contacts  are  held  by  the  Chest  Physicians  at  • 
Musgrove  Park  Hospital.  There  is  an  After-Care  Committee  working  in  co¬ 
operation  with  these  clinics.  Mass  Radiography  has  been  carried  out  from 
time  to  time  in  various  groups  of  the  county  population?  by  a  team  working 
from  a  centre  in  Bristol?  but  this  service  has  not  been  called  upon  to 
deal  with  residents  in  the  Wellington  Rural  District. 

Venereal  Diseases 

A  combined  Clinic  and  Treatment  Centre  is  carried  out  at  the 
Taunton  and  Somerset  Hospital  which  caters  for  male  and  female  patients 
of  this  and  surrounding  districts.  Early  cases  of  syphilis  are  usually 
sent  to  Frenchay  Hospital?  3ristol?  for  a  fortnight's  intensive  penicillin 
treatment  as  in-patients.  Afterwards  they  continue  to  have  observation 
and  treatment  at  the  Taunton  Clinic.  These  conditions  which  had  for  some 
years  become  rather  uncommon  in  the  district  have  been  latterly  showing  a 
marked  increase  in  prevalence  and  this  is  in  accordance  with  experience 
over  the  country  as  a  whole. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfares 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Acts  are  administered  by  the  County 
Council  under  whose  supervision  are  also  the  Health  Visitors  and  Midwives 
practising  within  the  area.  There  is  an  excellent  Maternity  Home  in  the 
Urban  District  of  Wellington  to  which  a  considerable  number  of  women  from 
the  Rural  District  are  admitted  for  confinement.  Obstetric  Consultants 
in  Taunton  are  available  for  consultation  with  Medical  Practitioners  in 
the  District.  Abnormal  and  complicated  cases  can  be  admitted  for  hospital 
treatment  when  necessary.  Every  case  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  and  Maternal 
Mortality  is  investigated  by  the  Medical  Staff  of  the  County  Council. 

A  valuable  service  is  now  provided  for  premature  infants.  Small 
or  premature  babies  unsuitable  for  nursing  at  home  are  admitted  to  a 
Special  Care  Unit  at  Musgrove  Park  Hospital?  an  ambulance  equipped  with 
an  Oxygenaire  incubator  being  sent  to  collect  them  from  their  homes.  If 
the  baby  is  deemed  fit  to  be  nursed  at  home?  the  district  midwife  can 
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obtain  advice  and  special  equipment  to  help  her  with  the  management  of 
the  case,, 

Laboratory  Facilities? 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  has  a  Laboratory  in  Taunton  at 
which  all  the  usual  specimens  connected  with  Public  Health  works  such  as 
throat  and  nose  swabs ,  blood,  faeces  and  sputum  are  examined.  The  Staff 
of  the  Laboratory  also  give  very  useful  assistance  in  the  investigation 
of  epidemic  outbreaks.  Chemical  analyses  are  carried  out  as  requested 
at  the  Laboratory  of  the  County  Analyst  at  Taunton. 

Ambulance  Facilities^ 

Ambulance  transport  for  all  cases  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
Somerset  County  Council.  The  main  Ambulance  Station  and  Control  for  the 
south-west  of  the  County  is  situated  at  the  entrance  to  Musgrove  Park 
Hospital.  The  Ambulance  Station  serves  a  very  wide  area  and  at  the  31st 
December  the  establishment  of  vehicles  and  staff  was  as  followss-

IMMUNISATION 

Immunisation  has  been  of  striking  benefit  in  lowering  the  incidence 
of  various  infectious  diseases  and  in  preventing  deaths  from  these  condit¬ 
ions.  This  work  is  going  on  steadily  in  Wellington  Rural  District  as  in 
other  areas  of  the  County,  but  at  present  the  mechanics  of  recording  each 
child's  immunisation  and  of  preparing  notices  for  parents  as  each  procedure 
falls  due  for  the  individual  child  is  being  transferred  to  the  County 
Council  Computer. 
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Children  are  grouped  according  to  the  particular  medical  practition¬ 
er  on  whose  list  they  are5  and  the  various  medical  practices  are  being 
brought  into  the  scheme  over  a  period  of  time.  During  the  transition., 
figures  are  no  longer  available  for  estimating  the  percentage  of  children 
at  various  ages  who  have  been  immunised  against  the  different  diseases  in 
individual  districts  of  the  County,  which  is  information  that  it  is 
valuable  to  haves  but  when  the  reorganisation  has  been  completed  it  will 
again  become  possible  to  estimate  the  proportion  of  children  immunised, 
and  this  should  show  an  increase. 

The  following  table  sets  out  the  schedule  of  immunisation  con¬ 
sidered  desirable  for  children  at  the  present  time,  and  is  followed  by 
some  brief  notes  referring  to  each  of  the  diseases  concerneds-

Diphtheria 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria  was  the  first  mass  campaign  of 
protection  against  an  infectious  disease  carried  out  in  this  country, 
apart  from  vaccination  against  smallpox  which  has  never  been  applied  to 
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such  a  wide  extent.  The  result  is  that,  whereas  there  used  to  be 
thousands  of  deaths  from  diphtheria  each  year  in  England  and  Wales, 
the  mortality  is  now  almost  down  to  vanishing  point.  It  is  necessary 
for  the  percentage  of  protected  children  in  the  community  to  be  kept 
high  in  order  to  avoid  the  recurrence  of  outbreaks. 

Whooping  Cough 

This  is  now  probably  the  most  generally  disabling  of  the  common 
infectious  diseases  affecting  young  children.  There  are  risks  to  life, 
especially  in  infants,  and  lung  complications  can  be  severe  and  prolonged. 
Immunisation  is  preventive  in  a  good  proportion  of  cases  and  in  the  re¬ 
mainder  modifies  the  disease  to  produce  a  mild  attack. 

Tetanus 

This  is  an  uncommon  infection  in  this  country  but  important  be¬ 
cause  of  its  very  severe  character  and  the  high  rate  of  mortality  in 
those  affected.  It  is  much  commoner  in  some  of  the  less  developed  parts 
of  the  world,  and  even  in  Europe  at  least  26,000  have  died  from  this 
cause  in  the  past  ten  years.  Immunisation  gives  the  practical  certainty 
of  complete  protection. 

Poliomyelitis 

It  is  hardly  necessary  to  stress  the  misery  which  can  result  from 
this  disease  in  view  of  the  widespread  epidemics  which  have  occurred  in 
this  country  within  recent  memory.  Many  of  the  sufferers  die,  and  others 
are  left  with  a  lifetime  of  disablement.  Immunisation  is  now  simple  with 
the  use  of  vaccine  given  by  mouth  and  has  been  largely  responsible  for 
the  virtual  elimination  of  poliomyelitis  as  a  serious  epidemic  risk  in 
this  country  at  the  present  time.  Here  again  it  is  essential  that  a  high 
proportion  of  children  continue  to  be  immunised  in  order  to  avoid  the 
danger  of  further  outbreaks. 

Smallpox 

Smallpox  is  one  of  the  most  deadly  of  all  infectious  diseases.  Its 
incidence  in  this  country  has  been  confined  in  latter  years  to  scattered 
outbreaks,  but  the  dangers  of  large-scale  epidemics  are  increasing  owing 
to  the  ease  and  rapidity  of  air  transport  from  countries  where  the  disease 
is  still  endemic.  Vaccination  gives  excellent  protection,  and  is  best 
done  initially  in  the  second  year  of  life. 

Tuberculosis 

One  of  the  most  dramatic  improvements  in  the  state  of  the  national 
health  has  been  the  enormous  fall  over  the  period  since  the  last  war,  in 
the  prevalence  of  tuberculosis  and  in  the  number  of  deaths  which  it 
causes.  There  are  many  factors  responsible  for  this  gratifying  develop¬ 
ment,  and  one  of  them  undoubtedly  is  the  beneficial  effect  of  the  wide¬ 
spread  campaign  of  immunisation  with  B.C.G.  which  has  been  carried  out. 

The  required  injection  is  given  at  about  the  age  of  twelve  after  pre¬ 
liminary  skin  testing  to  determine  which  children  are  susceptible  to  an 
attack  of  the  disease. 

59  children  attending  school  in  the  Wellington  Rural  District 
were  given  the  Heaf  Test  and  the  B.C.G.  vaccination. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


Water  Supply 

The  water  supplies  of  the  district  are  now  under  the  control  of 
the  Vilest  Somerset  Water  Board,  of  whose  area  Wellington  Rural  District 
forms  one  portion.  The  service  provided  by  the  Board  is  proving  very 
satisfactory  and  it  is  the  experience  of  this  Public  Health  Department 
that  any  complaints  which  arise  and  any  defects  which  come  to  light  are 
given  very  prompt  attention.,  and  matters  are  quickly  set  to  rights. 

During  the  year  1967  there  were  no  serious  shortages  and  ample 
supplies  were  maintained  to  all  consumers  in  the  area.  Bacteriological 
and  chemical  sampling,  which  are  carried  out  by  the  Board's  technical 
staff  9  show  that  the  supply  has  been  safe  and  satisfactory.  A  series 
of  95  bacteriological  samples  of  treated  water  showed  some  slight 
impurity  in  three  instances  only 5  all  of  them  arising  from  trouble  with 
a  tap  in  one  particular  house.  78  chemical  samples  were  examined.  All 
of  these  were  satisfactory  apart  from  two  taken  from  the  borehole  at 
Chipstable.  The  water  from  this  borehole  is  known  to  contain  traces  of 
copper,  but  careful  observation  is  kept  upon  it  by  the  Water  Board  to 
make  sure  that  this  never  reaches  a  level  of  concentration  which  would 
endanger  health.  Additional  checks  are  made  from  time  to  time  by  this 
department  and  these  confirm  the  purity  of  the  supply. 

Most  of  the  areas  of  the  district  where  it  is  practicable  to 
lay  on  a  piped  public  supply  have  now  had  this  facility  provided,  and 
work  is  continuing  on  minor  works  to  serve  more  outlying  concentrations 
of  dwellings. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  Public  Health  Inspector  has  revised  and  brought  fully  up  to 
date  the  section  of  this  report  dealing  with  drainage  and  sewage  disposal 
in  the  various  parishes  of  the  district,  and  this  sets  out  in  a  very 
clear  way  the  position  regarding  sewage  disposal  as  it  existed  at  the  end 
of  1967.  By  way  of  more  general  comment  it  might  be  said  here  that  the 
Bradford  scheme  will  bring  about  a  great  improvement  in  drainage  over  a 
wide  area f  the  enlargement  of  the  works  at  Milverton  has  become  very 
urgent,  especially  in  view  of  the  serious  drainage  troubles  which  are 
arising  at  Hill farrance 5  the  Sarnpford  Arundel  and  Holywell  Lake  scheme 
will  it  seems  have  to  be  truncated  to  deal  with  the  latter  area  only  as 
a  result  of  the  Ministry  Inquiry  held  at  the  end  of  1966;  the  newly  com¬ 
pleted  scheme  for  Fitzhead,  as  designed  by  the  Council's  own  Surveyor, 
is  an  example  of  a  very  worthwhile  drainage  provision  for  a  compact  and 
fairly  isolated  rural  area. 

The  remainder  of  the  district  is  dependent  on  septic  tanks  and 
a  small  number  of  pail  closets.  Public  Health  and  amenity  demand 
improved  sewerage  provisions  and  this  need  grows  particularly  urgent 
when  main  water  supplies  become  widely  distributed. 

Public  Cleansing 

Household  refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  Wiveliscombe  and 
Milverton  and  fortnightly  from  the  rest  of  the  district  and  is  dis¬ 
posed  of  by  tipping. 

From  the  point  of  view  of  Public  Health  and  Hygiene  it  is  most 
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undesirable  that  refuse  should  be  allowed  to  accumulate  and  remain  in 
the  vicinity  of  a  dwelling  house  for  a  fortnight.  Decomposition  of  the 
organic  portion  of  the  refuse  takes  place  to  a  marked  extent  in  this 
period  of  time.,  with  the  production  of  foul  smells,  which  cannot  be 
entirely  eliminated  even  by  the  use  of  a  sound  refuse  bin  covered  by  a 
close  fitting  lid.  The  danger  and  annoyance  from  fly  nuisance  is  much 
increased  when  the  refuse  is  allowed  to  stand  about  for  more  than  a 
week.  In  hot  weather  it  is  possible  for  a  new  generation  of  flies  to 
hatch  out  from  eggs  deposited  in  the  refuse.  The  possibility  of  the 
spread  of  disease  from  this  source  is  well  known. 

The  nature  of  the  refuse  to  be  collected  has  changed  in  recent 
times  because  of  the  much  greater  quantity  of  tins  and  packaged  foods 
of  all  sorts  which  are  now  in  use.  The  general  effect  is  to  render 
the  refuse  more  bulky  and  less  easily  destructible.  The  general 
trend  throughout  the  country  is  to  provide  refuse  collections  at 
intervals  of  not  more  than  a  week.  This  is  a  service  which  the  pop¬ 
ulation  at  large  are  coming  to  expect  as  a  hygienic  and  proper  method 
of  dealing  with  the  problem. 

Housing 

During  1967,  three  new  council  houses  were  completed  in  the 
Langford  Budville  area,  and  two  new  bungalows  at  Sampford  Arundel. 

Work  was  begun  also  on  eight  one-and  two-bedroomed  flats  at  Wivelis- 
combe. 

Seven  Closing  Orders  and  two  Demolition  Orders  were  made  on 
unfit  properties,  five  houses  were  demolished  following  on  Demolition 
Orders  which  had  been  made  in  previous  years. 

There  is  still  a  need  for  council  house  provision  -  especially 
of  the  type  suitable  for  elderly  and  disabled  people.  Provision  of 
this  type  of  accommodation  allows  exchanges  with  larger  under-occupied 
council  houses?  thus  releasing  houses  suitable  for  bigger  families. 

The  number  of  Improvement  Grants  applied  for  was  disappoint¬ 
ingly  low,  but  during  the  year  eight  Discretionary  Grants  in  respect 
of  nine  dwellings  and  four  Standard  Grants  were  received  and  approved.

Eight  Council  houses  are  drained  to  a  septic  tank  and 
filter.  The  compact  nature  of  the  village  makes  the  provision  of 
a  sewerage  schane  desirable. 

BATHE ALT ON :  2,598  acres  57  inhabited  dwellings 

Three  Council  houses  drain  to  a  septic  tank  and  filter  and  there  are 
some  privately  owned  septic  tanks.  Other  houses  have  waste  water  drains 
to  ditches  and  earth  closets. 

BRADFORD;  1,814-  acres  189  inhabited  dwellings 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  new  sewerage  scheme  was  nearly  couplet e. 

This  serves  the  whole  parish  (except  Hele  and  a  few  other  properties) 
as  well  as  Hockaller,  Ham  and  Che  Is  ton  in  the  parish  of  West  Buckland. 
When  all  connections  are  made  serious  nuisances  at  Three  Bridges, 
Heatherton,  Gigleys  Pit,  Tone  Green,  Hockaller  and  Che  Is  ton  will  be 
abated. 

CHLPSTABLE ;  3,455  acres  87  inhabited  dwellings 

A  small  sewer  in  the  centre  of  the  village  takes  waste  water  only.  A 
number  of  properties  including  eight  Council  houses  drain  to  septic 
tanks  but  there  are  still  some  earth  closets.  Some  properties  at 
W aterrow  drain  to  the  River  Tone  but  there  is  little  nuisance  on 
account  of  heavy  dilution  with  river  water. 

FITZHEAD;  1,247  acres  75  inhabited  dwellings 

The  new  sewerage  scheme  was  completed  during  the  year  and  most 
properties  have  been  connected.  This  has  abated  the  nuisance  and 
pollution  of  a  small  stream. 

LANGFORD  BUIVILJE :  2,234  acres  133  inhabited  dwellings 

Most  properties  in  the  village  are  connected  to  the  main  sewerage 
system.  Small  sewers  at  Runnington  have  no  proper  disposal  works. 
Properties  at  Chipley,  Bindon  and  Wei lis ford  drain  to  septic  tanks 
and  conditions  are  reasonably  satisfactory. 

IvIILVERTONj.  3,465  acres  496  inhabited  dwellings 

Except  for  some  outlying  properties,  all  premises  in  Milverton  and 
Preston  area  are  connected  to  the  sewerage  system.  The  disposal  works 
consist  of  primary  and  secondary  settlement  tanks  and  bacteria  beds. 
These  are  working  to  full  capacity  and  until  they  are  enlarged  no 
further  development  is  possible. 

N7NEHEAD:  1,706  acres  77  inhabited  dwellings 

Most  properties  in  Higher  and  Lower  Nynehead  are  connected  to  the 
sewerage  system  with  adequate  disposal  works. 
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OAKE: 


1,754  acres  207  inhabited  dwellings 

Oake  Village  is  served  by  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works  but  these 
have  become  over- loaded.  Properties  at  Hillcommon  and  Hillfarrance 
drain  mainly  to  septic  tanks.  Owing  to  the  high  water  table  at 
Hillfarrance  serious  drainage  difficulties  have  arisen  and  the  need 
for  a  sewerage  scheme  has  become  very  urgent. 

SAkPFORD  ARUNDEL  ;  1,216  acres  120  inhabited  dwellings 

There  are  small  sewers  at  Samp  ford  Moor,  Samp  ford  Village,  Beam 
Bridge  and  White  Ball  and  the  discharges  from  these  and  other 
individual  properties  cause  nuisances. 

The  Council  houses  and  a  few  other  properties,  including  the  school, 
drain  to  septic  tanks  with  filters.  A  sewerage  scheme  prepared  by 
the  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  is  under  consideration  by  the 
Ministry  but  has  not  yet  been  approved. 

STANLEY :  2,663  acres  83  inhabited  dwellings 

The  school  and  four  Council  houses  at  Appley  drain  to  a  septic  tank 
and  filter.  All  other  houses  have  separate  drainage  arrangement  to 
septic  tanks  etc.  There  are  some  pail  closets. 

THORNE  ST.  MARGARET:  824  acres  27  inhabited  dwellings 


Most  of  the  houses  drain  to  septic  tanks. 

WELLINGTON  WITHOUT :  2,933  acres  164  inhabited  dwellings 

•  Holywell  Lake  has  a  sewer  and  ’’temporary”  disposal  works.  These  works 
were  constructed  more  than  twenty  years  ago.  The  Council’s  proposals 
for  new  disposal  works  and  sewer  extensions  are  still  under  consideration.

Most  of  the  houses  in  West  Buckland  village  are  connected  to  the  public 
sev/er.  The  disposal  works  are  somewhat  over- loaded  and  need  to  be 
enlarged. 

Provision  has  been  made  for  the  drainage  of  houses  at  Ham,  Chelston, 
Hockaller  and  Willowbrook  in  the  nev/  Bradford  sewerage  scheme. 

Houses  at  Poole  drain  to  the  river  causing  some  pollution. 

There  are  some  drainage  difficulties  at  Savyers  Hill  and  this  area 
needs  to  be  sewered. 

The  more  remote  properties  have  separate  drainage  arrangements. 

WTVEUSCQMBE :  201  acres  455  inhabited  dwellings 

All  properties  are  connected  to  the  sewers,  most  of  v/hich  have  been 
re-laid.  There  are  disposal  plants  consisting  of  settlement  tanks, 
bacteria  beds  etc.  at  Style  and  Hillsmoor.  The  Hillsmoor  works  deal 
with  a  large  quantity  of  trade  drainage  from  a  poultry  processing  plant. 

WIVELISCQM3E  WITHOUT :  5,904  acres  277  inhabited  dwellings 

Houses  at  Langley  and  LangLey  Marsh  are  connected  to  a  public  sewer

which  discharges  into  the  Style  disposal  works. 

Four  Council  houses  at  Croford  drain  to  a  septic  tank  and  filter. 
Most  other  houses  have  septic  tanks  but  there  are  some  pail  closets 


DRAINAGE 

The  practice  of  disposing  of  septic  tank  and  cesspool  contents  on 
agricultural  land  continues,  giving  rise  to  nuisance  from  time  to  time. 

The  Contractors  responsible  for  this  work  have  been  requested  not  to  deposit 
this  material  on  land  near  to  dwellings  when  the  weather  is  such  that 
nuisances  might  be  caused. 

The  preliminary  treatment  of  drainage  from  a  poultry  killing  and 
packing  factory  is  carried  out  by  screening  and  settlement  tanks.  The 
following  figures  for  Solids  in  Suspension,  B.O.D.  and  fats  indicate  that 
results  are  not  satisfactory  and  arrangements  are  in  hand  for  the  provision 
of  nev7  treatment  works.  The  effluent  discharges  into  the  public  sewer.

Refuse  collections  are  made  as  follows 

Milverton  and  Wiveliscombe  -  Weekly 

Remainder  of  district  -  Fortnightly 

Disposal  at  Milverton  is  by  controlled  tipping.  Conditions  are 
satisfactory  and  there  were  no  rat  infestations  during  the  year. 

The  storage  of  refuse  awaiting  collection  has  improved  by  the  greater 
use  of  covered  bins. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  dumping  of  domestic  refuse,  builders' 
waste,  large  items  of  rubbish  and  garden  refuse  in  various  places  in  the 
district.  While  the  builders'  rubble,  old  furniture  etc.  cause  unsightly 
conditions,  the  garden  refuse  decays  and  causes  nuisances. 

This  will  only  be  overcome  when  all  authorities  collect  garden  refuse 
as  recommended  by  the  Working  Parly  on  Refuse  Storage  and  Collection. 


SCHOOLS 

All  the  schools  in  the  district  are  supplied  with  water  from  the  mains. 

Drainage  is  connected  to  public  sewers  in  all  cases  except  at  Saripford 
Arundel  and  Stawley  where  it .  discharges  into  disposal  works  serving  Council 
houses. 
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SWIMMING  BATH 


The  only  public  swimming  bath  is  at  Wi v  el i sc omb e  and  is  fed  by 
spring  water.  It  is  fairly  heavily  used  mainly  by  school  children. 

The  bath  was  closed  earlier  than  usual  owing  to  the  water  becoming 
unfit  due  to  the  growth  of  algae. 

There  is  no  apparatus  for  filtering,  chlorinating  or  recirculating 
the  water  but  consideration  is  being  given  to  installing  such  apparatus. 

Results  of  bacteriological  tests  are  given  in  another  part  of  the 
report. 


HIGHWAY  LAY-BYS 

The  public  conveniences  at  the  Chelston  Lsy-by  on  the  Trunk  Road  A  38 
were  well  used  "throughout  the  year.  This  resulted  in  an  improvement  in  the 
sanitary  conditions  in  this  area. 

The  need  for  similar  provision  on  the  A  3&1  became  increasingly 
obvious. 

The  prohibition  of  parking,  particularly  overnight,  on  other  lay-bys 
should  be  enforced.
